This dispatch from Columbus 
failed to state that the amounts wer- 
to be paid hack by the counties in 
which the Judges were located am' 
not by the judges themselves. 
What the examiner did find was 
that, owing to a recent change In tb< 
law as construed by Attorney General 
Turner, that part of the judges lawful 
salaries paid to them for the year 
1911 by the three counties com prising 
this sub division (Stark, t olumbiana 
aud Carroll) had not been properly 
apportioned between those three coun 
ties, and that Stark county, during thr 
year mentioned, had paid Judge Moore 
$395.09, which should have been paid 
to him by Columbiana county, aud thi

Congressman D. A. Hollingsworth 
of Cadiz, expressed himself Thursday 
in an interview, as greatly pleased 
with the exercises dedicating the new 
post office building. 
He is a believer 
j in improvements of this kind and if 
any additional appropriation becomes 
necessary to beautify the grounds or 
complete the building he will be in 
accord 
with 
Senator 
Pom erene’s 
wishes. 
(Jen. Hollingsworth’s ancestors were 
fellow im m igrants with William Penn 
in 1632 and he is naturally interested 
in the Quaker history and old land­ 
m arks of the city. 
"This is, practically speaking," said 
he “my first visit to >’alem and yet 
from earliest infancy I have felt ac- 


always firm and unyielding along true 
progressive lines, 
early 
encouraged 
’ religious freedom and the individual 
j rights of conscience, as recognized in 
the ordinance of 1787 and later enact­ 
ments, thereby 
attracting 
from the 
‘ first to this inland neighborhood a 
1 stead> 
stream of immigration from 
the congested centers of the E ast and 
beyond the seas. 
It was a type of im- 
| migration, unlike some of that in later 
years, to be proud of. 
God-fearing 
men and 
women, seemingly of all 
races and creeds, forming a composite 
civilization, here in the early days 
seem to have joined hands to raise 
high th«- standard of the cross, and 
plant the germs of good government 
deep and abiding in the fruitful soil 
of freedom. 
“In looking about the c ity " said 
the 
congressman, “and 
noting the 
continued presence Of Friends Meet­ 
ing houses, the old hall 
and other 
historic reminders of Giddings, Phil­ 
lips, 
W ade and 
other 
anti-slavery 
leaders, I am inclined to think much 
of the goodness of early Salem su r­ 
vives in its present citizenship. 
“Salem evidently was a center of 
inspired thought and here, more per­ 
haps than in any other one place, 
began that long, sturdy, unyielding 
agitatiou against hum an slavery, agi­ 
tation of the John Brown type, destin­

Coppoek, of Salem, on a Virginia scaf­ 
fold, sacrificial 
offerings 
to liberty 
until 
under 
Lincoln 
Its 
absolute 
destruction was decreed and in an 
aroused public conscience the early 
ideals o: Salem came to full fruition.' 


quainted with its history 
and 
sur­ 
roundings, m ainly because of its ac­ 
tivity on the old “underground rail­ 
road' of slavery days, and especially 
a connecting line leading down to a 
little village station in Belmont coun­ 
ty, where nty father was believed to 
he one of the 
underground operators. 
Whispered 
conversations 
overheard 
between father and mother about the 
‘doings’ up at Salem on this m yster­ 
ious roadway,

Roosevelt denounced the all-inclusive 
arbitration treaties, which the United 
States had entered into and said that 
in declining to apply their principle 
in the case of the Lusitania there

in making promises.

necessary to repudiate the principle

PROGRESS III THE 111 


In round numbers there were 22, 
000,069 persons enrolled in education 
a! institutions in the United States in 
I'M I. a. cording to the Annual Report 
of the Commissioner of Education just 
issued. Of these over 19,606,000 were 
I in elementary schools;

The teachers 
for this educational army numbered 
| 7(K),00fi, of whom 566,000 were in pub­ 
lic schools. 
In point of rapid growth 
the public high school still presents 
the most impressive figures; the en­ 
rollment for 1914 is greater by over 
tsi,000 than for the year before. 
The cost of education for the year, 
as estimated 
by the 
Bureau, 
was 
$750.000.000. 
This three-quarters Of 
a billion is a relatively small amount 
when compared with other Items In 
the public expense," declares the re­ 
port. 
"It is less by $300,000,000 than 
the cost of running the Federal Gov­ 
ernm ent; it is less than one-third the 
nation's expenditure 
for 
alcoholic 
liquors, it is only a little over three 
times the estim ated cost of admis­ 
sions to moving pictures theaters in 
the United States for the same year 
Measured in term s or products of the 
soil, the United States spent some 
what more tor education in 1914 than 
the value of its cotton crop, somewhat 
less than the value of its wheat crop 
and less than half the value of the 
annual harvest of com , 
while the 
nation's bill for education was less 
by nearly a hundred millions than the 
value of the exports from the harbor 
of New York in the calendar year Just 
passed” 
Very little Increase is yet to be 
noted in the average term for public 
schools. 
Between 1910 and 1913 the 
Increase was from 157.5 days a year 
to 158.1—a growth of only six-tenths 
of a dayiln three years. 
Attendance 
has irap.oved, however. The average 
number of days attended by each per 
son enrolled increased from 11" i» 
1910 to 115.6 in 1913,
